What is claimed is: 

1 . A vehicle door comprising: a manually actuable element, a latch mechanism, 
the latch mechanism being operated by the /manually actuable element, and a trim panel, 
in which a seal is provided to seal the npnually operable element relative to the trim 
panel.

5. The vehicle door according to Claim 4 in which the manually actuable element, 
the bezel and a portion of the seal are provided as a subassembly, with the manually 
actuable element being sealed to thq bezel by the portion of the seal.

14. The vehicle door according to Claim 13 in which the sill button is integral 
with the operating rod.
